1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. On lines 6 and 10 of Claim 1 , the phrase "the apparatus" has been deleted and 
replaced with the phrase "the vehicle" in order to correct a potential lack of antecedent 
basis problem. 

3. A preliminary amendment was received from the applicant on May 1 8, 2005. 

4. Claim 16 has been canceled. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings were received on May 18, 2005. These drawings are acceptable. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The vehicle 
for traveling along a conduit as claimed is not shown or suggested in the prior art 
because of the use of a vehicle having a first body with a plurality of first retractable 
resilient members that resist movement of said vehicle along a conduit in a first direction 
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more than in a second direction, a plurality of second retractable resilient members that 
resist movement of said vehicle in said second direction more than in said first direction, 
and a second body with a plurality of third retractable resilient members that resist 
movement in one direction more than in an opposite direction, where said first and 
second resilient members are stiffer than said third resilient members. 

8. The prior art as disclosed by Appleton et al. (US 6,769,321 ) shows the use of a 
conduit traversing vehicle having a first body with a first set of resilient bristles, and a 
second body with a second set of resilient bristles, where said first set of bristles applies 
a greater gripping force on said conduit in a first direction, and said second set of 
bristles applies a greater gripping force in a second direction opposite from said first 
direction. Appleton et al. (US 6,775,872 and US 6,431,079) also disclose conduit 
traversing vehicles having pluralities of resilient bristles for applying a gripping force on 
a conduit.
